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Serkur 


Human History 


Settlement 

Serkur was originally settled by the Vilani about c. 
-3560. It was set up as a farming settlement in order 
to supply other colonies with grain. Serkur’s climate 
was well suited to this. 


Energy was predominantly from hydro-electric, solar 
and wind, with a few fusion plants imported from 


nearby high-tech worlds. 


During the First Imperium the planet would have 
been relatively stagnant due to the inherent nature 
of the Vilani Bureaucratic culture. 


Second Imperium 

Transfer of rule to Terran extraction. Introduction 
of Terran culture and language. Freedoms opening 
due to liberal nature of Terrans. 


The benign conditions led to a rapid expansion in 
population. The planet, with limited industrial base 
at tech 4, became overwhelmed and the planet was 
unable to support itself. With an increasing reliance 
on imports the planet rapidly became a basket case 
of indebtedness. The standard of living rapidly fell 


accompanied by social problems and poverty. 


Long Night 

Dramatic effects of isolation and Vargr raiding and 
seizures. Drop in local technology due to removal of 
imported technology. Have to develop self-sufficient 
systems to some degree. 


Third Imperium 

Opening of interstellar trade due to increasing 
stability and increase of the use of starships. Standard 
of living increases with exports of agricultural luxuries 
and imports of high technology and resources. 
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The War 

1100-1150 

Just before the collapse, the existing government, 
which was based at Rhylos City, overthrown. 
Nationalists at Canton and Karlor declared 
independence, starting a major civil war. The 
imperium collapsed before it could intervene. 
The war resulted in the planet having a red-zone 
classification. 


There was a heavy loss of life from war and famine. 
A newand deadly plague killed 70% of the remaining 
population. The plague may have been crudely 
manufactured by one of the three major powers, but 
it is more likely that it was imported. 


During the early period of the War, Vargr would have 
been supplying various sides with higher tech arms. 
During the rebellion, Vargr corsairs seized tentative 
control of the world for exacting toll finance from 
merchants supplying weapons as well as acting as a 
base of operations. Part of larger corsair organisation. 


Post Collapse 

The population stabalised at 500 million then slowly 
increased to 700 million at c. [During Cold War or 
after] 


The civil war was a major incentive for technological 
development causing a progression from TL 4to TL 
5 (ie WWI to WWII technology). 


A ceasefire was declared on year 1150. At the time 
of the ceasfire there were three major powers, each 
centred on Rhylos, Canton and Karlor. A cold 
war followed which helped propel the indigenous 
technology in all three power blocks to TL 7 (ie 
1940’s to 1970’s). 


There has been no interest in space-travel, but much 
development of ICBMs by all three powers. 


Each power has a civil service bureaucracy similar to 


the pre-war planetary government. Each power funds 
major military and scientific R&D projects. 
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Serkur has abudant metaliferous and petroleum 
reserves that was not exploited by the original settlers. 
Although the planet is less tectonically active than 
the Earth, geological structures are simple and much 
larger, hence there are many large oil/gas fields in 
many of the basins within the landmass. The planet is 
dense, hence, rich in metals such as uranium and iron. 


Since the war there has been an accelerated use of 
petroleum. Nuclear power is now being increasingly 
used. The planet has also become much more 
industrilaised, hence the importance of the additional 
energy sources to power them. 


The planet during the cold war period has become 
very prosperous and wealthy.

Vargr History on Serkur 


Vargr have always had a limited presence on Serkur 
at very best. A Vargr base existed on Serkur’s moon 
Tarro (on the side facing Serkur) up until the time 
of the collapse. The base was used by Vargr corsairs, 
whom were 

oppertunists that made use of Serkur’s industrial 
base. Its real value to the Vargr was always very limited 
and as a result they showed little interest in seriously 
developing this planet for their own use. 


With the arrival of the Virus and the collapse, the 
Vargr base on Tarros was destroyed. 


The xenophobic human population on Serkur killed 
off the few Vargr that were present at the time. This 
was the last contact that Serkurans had with the 
Vargr. The Vargr have not attempted any further 
contact with the planet Serkur, and for all intents 
and purposes has been forgotten about.

At time of collapse was TL 4 but has advanced 3 tech levels as a result of a major civil war between the Nortwest 
and Southern industrial regions over a ten year period after the collapse (the war was on at the time of the 
collapse - hence a red zone classification). Inspired and organised leadership, and an efficient, progressive 
government in a cold war setting has since pushed the indigenous tech level up at a rapid pace. Also a cold 
war between the three industrial centers/super powers.

Dating 

For the ease of use and a common frame of reference this document will use the Imperial dating system. 
Other systems will be used in this region by it’s inhabitants. However these systems vary and are unsuitable 
for a historical discussion on the sector. 


NOTE 

Some of the information is this document is derived from as yet unpublished development documents 
which are still being written. Most of the information in the Virus and New Era sections is derived from 
these documents. 


Ancient Era 

No major Ancient projects seem to have been conducted in this sector. However because of the nature of this 
sector since Vargr arrival it seems likely that many ancient sites have remained undiscovered to researchers. 
However several Droyne and Chirper sites are present in the sector. This points to some activity by the 
Ancients during this period. 


Early Vilani Era 
The Meshan sector was only sparsely settled during the Ziru Shirka. This was due to the presence of richer 
worlds rimward of Vland. 


Rule of Man -2219 > -1776 

With control of the Imperium coming under the sway of the Terrans, many Terran settlers moved to the 
border regions of the Vilani territories. Some came to exert control as Terran governers, while others came 
for the challenge of settling new worlds in sparsely settled regions. 


Long Night 
Vargr pillaging continued into the Long Night (-1700) helping to further the collapse. 


Imperial Era 0 > 1115 

During the history of the Imperium a number of events have sparked refugees to flee into the sector. The 
significant Imperial events that have triggered refugees have been the Antarian Pacification Campaign (16- 
120), Imperial Civil War (606-622) and the Psionic Suppressions (circa 800). Parts of Meshan united with 
Julian to resist the expansion of the Imperium. The Julian War (175-195) saw warfare in subsectors O and P. 


3rd Civil War 1116 > 1130 
The assassination of Emperor Stephan and the subsequent rebellion opened many opportunities to the 
Meshan Vargr. Many corsairs and navies formed combined fleets to grab territory from the shattered Imperium. 


Internally the balance of power changed in the sector with the expansion of some states and termination 
of others. This period became very turbulent with political changes occurring often faster than interstellar 
travel could cope with. Many humans fled to more tolerant areas. Often these worlds would be ones on which 


humans still managed to control significant military assets. 


With the loss of Imperial support many independent human worlds in the sector were overrun by Vargr. 
These worlds subsequently become independent Vargr worlds. 


By the end of this period many worlds had suffered due to the internal bickering of those states that were 
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not actively involved in looting the Imperium. Those that were looting were often stabbed in the back by 
those who would rather prey on their neighbours than the volatile Imperium. 


The whole sector can be treated as a RED Zone for the purposes of travel by Imperial citizens. 


Virus Era 1130 > 1200 
Because of the delay time on the activation of the virus, many Vargr raiders returned from the Imperium 
with booty unaware of their lethal parasite. With the coming of the virus the horrors of destruction began. 


Because the sector was outside the Imperium, no timely warnings from Imperial couriers came. Infact the 
proximity of the sector to the virus release site meant that little warning was received throughout the sector. 


Most of the high tech centres in the sector were on worlds which were hostile to their inhabitants without 
artificial life support. Only a few marginal worlds of tech levels 10 or 11 managed to survive this period and 
maintain a minimal tech level of 9. In Tokho subsector (Subsector K) afew Vargr worlds managed to maintain 
contact and help each other through the difficult period. 


With the emergence of the Isiidi (1170) in the subsector and the foundation of the Kisiidi the Vargr worlds 
unified to become the Tokho Union. Relations between the Union and Kisiidi became very co-operative 
as both pocket states tried to survive the constant influx of vampire ships and raiders intent on looting the 


fledgling states. 


On Shurgi the human inhabitants managed to survive. However they held a great hatred for the Vargr and 
the abuse they had suffered from them. With a cobbled together fleet they have sought vengeance against 
the Vargr. Their hatred has become a religion with Vargr being sacrificed on altars at dawn and dusk in every 
community. 


New Era 1201> 
The Human Supremists of Shurgi have come into conflict with the Isiidi. The Shurgians want to acquire 
the higher technology that the Isiidi possess. 


Other worlds are opening trade connections, often under the control of local raiders. The sector is rife with 


corsairs. The strongest of Vargr interstellar traditions could well be the ruin of the fledgling states in the 
sector. Many of them retain high tech previrus vessels.
